Furthor disensaton of the plans

head of th* Ulatar Oabln*t. T|i* 
ptons undsr conslderatlbn har* to 
do with th* question ot^flseal auton- 
omy proposed for the two legtola- 
ture* In 'Irealnd. In connection with 
which. Sir Robert Horhie. Chancel- 
tor ot the Kxcbeqner, and Sir Iiam- 
Ing Worthlngton-tBvans, the Secre- 
tary for War. both of whom are 
dealing with the Irtob «u«atton, 
wwns prasaot to tok* part to tha'dis- 
cusslon. 

Members of the Ulster Cabinet 
were fummoned to London by their 
Premii i'. Sir James Craisf, 1o con- 
sider proposals made by the British 
(iovetnnicnt in connection with the 
Irish iK-ace negotiations. and Sir 
James was to confer fuuther with 
Premier J^loyd George on Thursday 
afternoon ThcMe developments, an- 
nounced ofllcially, are deemed to in- 
dicate an approaching cllntox to the 
discussion* of an Irish aettlMnaat. 
The situation is frankly admitted in 
ofBclal circles to hare reached a 
critk:al stage. Success or (allure of 
the peace negoUation* now reato 
with I7lst«r„ to the opinton of Sinn 
Fein delegates, who dsotore that 
their proposals to the British Pre- 
mier with respect to Ulster are Mb- 
era] enough to allow of a settlenvsnt 
if Ulster chooses. 

The serious view taken in official 
circles )l8 said to be due to the stiff 
attitude assumed by Sir James in 
his conferences with Premier lAoyd 
Georce H*> Is represented as sig- 
nifying 'liat the proposed bases of 
settlement submitted by the British 
Premier would, in his opinion, seri- 
ously imi>fi11 Ulster's rights. Should 
thie altitude be upheld by the Ulster 
Cabinet and the Government pro- 
posals rejected, it is regarded as 
poaaible that Lloyd Ooorge will car- 
ry out his threat to tender hie re*- 
'enatlon as Prime Minister. Every- 
1 :^ oonsaqnently, is thought to 
iuiit.t upon Thursday's develop- 
ments.

Newspapers friendly to Lloyd 
Oeorge, apparently inspired from 
various government sour.i^. today 
published the frank warning afi to 
what will happen if the T'Isferites 
refuse to concede points which will 
be agreeable to Dublin and at the 
game time safeguard Northern 
rights. They declare that such a sit- 
uation simmers down to the resig- 
nation of Lloyd Oeorge and a con- 
sequent general election, which the 
Qommmant to aseured would ah- 
solntaly rlndioate their posltton and 
e*n*UT« Ulat*r for blocking tb* *nd- 
ing ot th* 700 y*ara' e*«d. 

lUaaiLWiiil* the Unlonlato in L>oa- 
don. Including Bonar Imw, Austen 
Chamberlain and ILord BIrlMBhead. 
hare renounced th* "dto taarda" and 
ar* bringtag pressure on Premier 
Craig to do his utmost toward peace. 
Even ^ir Bdward Carson is reported 
an adrtotog temperate action by his 
partisane assuring them, following 
his conversations with Lloyd Oeorge, 
that if Ulster acceptto a status sim- 
ilar to Queibec, under the home rule 
act, all her rights vrlll be safe- 
guarded. 

In his own bailiwick, despite the 
support of the I'nited I'nionista and 
Orangemen, Craig has to face the 
growing discontent of the Ul-sler 
business element which Is restive 
under the Iwycott and threatened 
destruction of the export trade, and 
of the manufacturing Interesto 
which are already loslag larg* sums 
weekly. The latter ar* prorlng a 
poisarful inflneae* for p*ae* with 
whteh Cargon and th* othor mod- 
erates may pgaaibly overcome the 
pr*Judlo* ot tb* S1M>,0M Orange- 
men who oom^rtM a tnth of th* 
toUl Intoh. pi^totoitiooi 

Ivtenrieawd Monday night by Uni- 
varsal SarrlO*, Sir James Graig'said: 
"I Ytam apeot a strenuoua day in 
consultation with Unionist lei^«ni 
preparing for a meeting of th* Ul- 
eter Cabinet. The Lines I have 
adopted wiU meet with the unani- 
mous approval of the Ulster loyal- 
ists, but the situation is so grave 
that I feel the respon.siblllty should 
be -shared by the whole Cabinet." 

The Lord Mayor's banquet Wed'- 
nesday evening al G-ulId Hall a»- 
sumed more than national impor- 
tance when Prime Minister David 
Lloyd Oeorge, replying to the May- 
or's toast to the CaMnet, deoUred 
that there wae a iMUer proat>eot of 
Oreat Britain's pr(^>osato to Ireland 
being heeded today and ot Ireland 
aoeeptinc th* torltaitioB to antar tb* 
Britiah eomuonwealth a* an, aqnal 
than for years, but Chat tb* confer- 
sn«* wa* aitlll in a eritioal stage. 

Beyond thto h* earatnlly retrainad 
from Mrluflng th* rantto or the 
posaibHItlas ot th* eenf»r«neee 
which are aim being Irald with thf 
Irish reprasentatiraa.

"Sir James Craig, the Premier, in 
behalf of the Cabinet of Northern 
Ireland, wishes it clearly understood 
that there can be no surrender of 
Ulster's rights." 

The statement promised by Prime 
Minl'rter Lloyd Oeorge outlining the 
negotiations with the Sinn Fein rep- 
resentatlves had not bean raealved 
by the repreeentatirea of Ulster, but 
Uoyd Ctoorii* s*nt word he hov*d 
to Ito abl* to supply ft dsMat th* 
afternoon. 

The secretary ^f the Ulater party 
was keeping in touch constontly 
with Downing Street, where the 
BrVtlsh Cabinet met at noon, and 
it was announced that another meet- 
ing of the Northern Ireland Cabinet 
would becalled as soon as the de- 
tailed *totem*nt fas received. Lloyd 
Oeorg* m**awhl1e suggested that 
his mestlBg with the Ulster Cabtoat 
go. over until Tridv.

Boland, former secretary to EaimMUi 
De Valera and now repreaentattr* 
of De Valera in the United States, 
and by Peter Golden, National Sec- 
retary to the American AssociatioB 
for the Recognition of the Irish R*- 
public. Delayed by conflrmatlon ei^ 
pragements. Bishop Schrembs bad not 
arrived at the time of opening th* 
meeting, and the Rev. Gilbert P. 
Jennings, pastor of St, Agnes' 
church, acted in his stead. 

Peter Oolden is a cousin ot the 
late Teranco MacSwIney. and made 
several ailuw'on* to the principlee of 
freedom which MaciSwiney enunciat- 
ed .and died for.

"Christ," he continues, "expressly 
supplied the remedy for one ahufic 
Ho suggested a remedy for the sec- 
ond. His principles and the reason

It Ir not Socialism, which would 
mean to remedy an abuse by a sIm 
liar abuse; it would be glorified 
bureaucracy with very human and 
fradl ofllclals. It is rather a dis- 
tributing ot the earth's goods, not 
by a mors limited proitt-aharing, 
but by a fall propar^^aharfav, or 
parinerAip. which wvuld glva «ap- 
Ital its BMtdarats duo sad would 
give all wlo i ' k ai' a mental aad man' 
'< 1' the returns that are tha pro- 
I it ionate tmlt of thoir labors. 
IiMucated pulblic opinion will un 
doubtedly recognise the reasonable 
ness of thifl division. "It dis- 
countenanees Mormanism and sets 
'the Mormon apart," says the May- 
nooth Father, "but it haa not yet 
reprobated Matrmonlaiu in earthly 
goods, nor has It yst plHorlstf thl 
miillonaire." 

"TTet the latter ha.s," as Rev 
Plerse quite correctly contends, "hy 
unduly absorbing the earth's goods 
Inevitably lowered the standard o 
life and comfort of other men." In 
fetead of the three great abuses o 
history, monopoly in women, in gov- 
ernment, in goods, the Irish tlieo 
logian hopes to see the world grad- 
uaNy recognizing the three great 
laws, ths Isw ot partnership In mar 
ried life, the law of partnership in 
govemmeai, aad the law ot partner? 
ship in property. "This wlBl help,' 
ha says, "to eliniinals tha present 
slarsa |iV>r ws bars not yst abol 
Ishsd slsTsry, only ths name. Ws 
have salred our eoaseisncss by 
hypocritically changing names, from 
•slave' to 'serf,' fronn 'ssrf* to 
'servant.' And tbe 'servant' is with 
us still. Tst there was and is One 
who did not caH his helpers serv- 
ants, but friends." 

"These srtatementa," comments 
Social Justice, pul)llshed by the 
Central Bureau of the Central 
■Verein, "seem radical, hut it is only 
by such Christian radicalism that 
ws jsmy hope to save society."
